While studying the Town 
of St. Albert's 1972 Finan- 
cial Report, it becomes quite 
clear that this community is 
not only growing in size but 
also heading towards finan- 
cial stability, if the present 
rate of growth continues, 

This year's report is 
especially informative be- 
cause it covers a period of 
10 years... , 1963to1972, . 
a rapid-expansion decade 
during which the population 
has nearly doubled, assess= 
ed valuation has more than 
doubled while the per capita 
debt has dropped by about 
60 per cent, 

St, Albert's population in 
1963 was at 6,880 while in 
1972 (before the recent cene 
sus) the population figure 
stood at hal As of Jan= 
uary 31, 1972 that figure has 
been revised and the popula- 
tion here is now 15,088 which 
figure does not come into the 
1972 picture, 

Assessed valuation of 
land, improvements, pipe-

Looking at the same de- 
cade, per capita expendi- 
tures came to $129 while 
last year $231 were spent on 
everyone of St, Albert's 
residents, Main reasons for 
the increase are two-fold:

in 1963, Secondly, residents 
of St, Albert today enjoy a 
much wider range of facilite 
jes than they did 10 years 
ago, A few examples include 
a well-equipped and staffed 
fire hall, better and more 
extensive service for gar- 
bage collection and disposal, 
more sophisticated recreae 
tionai facilities and many 
othevs, 

While per capita expendi- 
tures increased in propore 
tion with increases in ser~ 
vices and facilities, the per 
capita debt decreased over 
the past decade, This is par- 
ticularly significant because 
it clearly indicates that dese 
pite spiraling costs and ser- 
vice improvements, resi- 
dents of St, Albert are gra-

per capita in 1963 was $358 
while at the end of 1972 that 
figure stood at $/99, 

It is envisioiued by town 
council and administrative 
staff that existing develop- 
ment policies, coupled with 
debenture loan restraint and 
related guidelines will ulti-+ 
mately lead St, Albert intoa 
very solvent position, It 
stands to reason that if St. 
Albert keeps loan interests

Residents of St, Albert 
might well remember that 
this town's financial status

financial dilemma resulted 
in the Local Authorities 
Board taking financial cone 
trol of the town, The LAB 
control was lifted in Deceme 
ber 1969 largely because of 
the town's new policies and 
guidelines, These are show= 
ing results . . . especially 
when the past decade is 
studied, 

While touching on some 
of the major town expendi- 
tures during 1972, the lar= 
gest slice of the tax dollar 
of course went for educae 
tion, The Nw, 3 public school 
system received $131,469, 
by supplementary requisie 
tion while No, 6 separate 
school system got $291,- 
272.63, The school foundae 
tion plan, in addition to the 
above supplementaries 
amounted to $622,190,, thus 
making a total of $1,044,- 
931,63 for education, 

Other major expenditures 
include recreation and come 
munity services ($292,007); 
debenture debt charges << 
($281,645), policing ($139, 
513), fire protection ($91, 
714) and street lighting
